WITHOUT OBJECTION, COMITE NOV. 8 DECIDED TO RECOMMEND INCLUSION 
OF ADDITIONAL GA AGENDA ITEM, REQUESTED BY ZAIRE, ENTITLED 
"RESTITUTION OF WORKS OF ART TO COUNTRIES VICTIMS OF 
EXPROPRIATION"' AND THAT IT BE DISCUSSED DIRECTLY IN PLENARY. 

IPOTO (ZAIRE) SPOKE IN SUPPORT OF NEW ITEM, AND REPS HUNGARY, 
TANZANIA, CAMEROON, LEBANON AND UGANDA WELCOMED ZAIRE'S 
INITIATIVE. AMB FERGUSON ALSO WELCOMED ITEM, BUT 
OBSERVED IT RAISED NUMBER OF QUESTIONS OF IMPORTANCE AND 
CONCERN TO ALL. SUBJECT OBVIOUSLY HIGHLY TECHNICAL, 

INVOLVING SUCH QUESTIONS AS TITLE, PROTECTION OF THIR 
PARTIES, AND APPROPRIATENESS OF REMEDIES, HE SAID, 

SUGGESTING IT MIGHT BEST BE STUDIED IN COMITE 6. ZAIRE, 

CAMEROON, UGANDA, TUNISIA AND GHANA FAVORED ALLOCATING ITEM 
TO PLENARY. TANZANIA PROPOSED ALLOCATING IT TO COMITE 3, 

BUT LATER WITHDREW IT. FERGUSON SAID HE WOULD NOT PRESS 
SUGGESTION FOR CONSIDERATION IN COMITE 6, BUT AT LATER 
STAGE RESPECTIVE RIGHTS AND DUTIES COULD BE CONSIDERED. 

MANY INNOCENT PARTIES BECAME INVOLVED IN MATTER, HE NOTED. 

DRISS (TUNISIA) ASKED IF MANUSCRIPTS COVERED BY TERM "WORKS OF 
ART," AND IPOTO TOLD HIM LIST OF OBJECTS COVERED IN MEMO 
NOT COMPLETE. DE PINIES (SPAIN) SUGGESTED CHANGING WORD 
"EXPROPRIATION" IN TITLE TO "SPOLIATION." SZARKA (HUNGARY) 

CALLED ITEM IMPORTANT POLITICAL QUESTION. 

COMITE 1 - DISARMAMENT 

THREE NEW RESES WERE SUBMITTED TO COMITE NOV. 8: 16-POWER 
(L.652) CALLING FOR END TO ALL NUCLEAR WEAPON TESTS AND 
INSISTING ON ENDING OF TESTING IN ATMOSPHERE; 26-STATE 
DRAFT (L. 653) REQUESTING CCD CONTINUE WORK ON BANNING CW 
AS MATTER OF HIGH PRIORITY; AND 19-POWER (L. 654) 

DEPLORING THAT ONE OF FIVE NUCLEAR WEAPON STATES HAD NOT 
HEEDED GA CALLS TO SIGN AND RATIFY PROTOCOL OF DENUCLEARIZED 
LA TREATY AND URGING IT AGAIN TO DO SO. GENERAL DEBATE ON 
UNCLASSIFIED 
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DISARMAMENT WAS CONCLUDED WITH STATEMENTS BY REPS IRELAND, 
POLAND, INDONESIA, ALBANIA, SYRIA, MEXICO, VENEZUELA, 

JAMAICA, INDIA, SIERRA LEONE, PHILIPPINES, NORWAY, 

ETHIOPIA AND SRI LANKA. CHAIRMAN HOPED RESES COULD BE 
INTRODUCED NOV. 9, AND SAID ONLY LA NFZ DRAFT (L. 654) WOULD 
BE VOTED ON THEN SINCE SOME DELS ASKED FOR MORE TIME. 

WDC WAS SUPPORTED BY SYRIA, VENEZUELA (REITERATED LA 
RESERVATIONS), SIERRA LEONE AND ETHIOPIA (HOPED FOR SOME 
ACCOMMODATION ON PARTICIPATION). IF IT WERE CAREFULLY 
PREPARED AND ALL NUCLEAR- WEAPON STATES PARTICIPATED, IRELAND, 
INDIA, PHILIPPINES AND NORWAY WOULD ALSO FAVOR IT. JAMAICA 
SAID IF WDC COULD NOT BE CONVENED PROMPTLY THEN UN DISARMAMENT 
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COMMISSION SHOULD MEET IN SPRING OF 1974. INDONESIA SAID 
NUCLEAR POWERS SHOULD EITHER COOPERATE WITH SPECIAL COMITE OR 
SPECIIFY FORMULA UNDER WHICH THEY WOULD COOPERATE. 

ON CW, INDONESIA SAID EARLY AGREEMENT IMPERATIVE, ETHIOPIA 
AND SIERRA LEONE STATED COMPREHENSIVE BAN REQUIRED. AND 
JAMAICA HOPED FOR EVENTUAL TOTAL BAN. INDIA THOUGHT CLEAR 
GUIDELINES SHOULD BE GIVEN CCD, AND IRELAND FOUND JAPAN S 
SUGGESTION IN CCD VERY INTERESTING, I.E., TREATY PRESCRIBING 
COMPREHENSIVE BAN AND SUPPLEMENTARY DOCUMENT EXCLUDING 
CERTAIN MATTERS TEMPORARILY. POLAND ARGUED CERTAIN WESTERN 
POWERS FAILED PUT FORWARD ANY COUNTER PROPOSAL TO SOCIALIST 
DRAFT AND SAID GA SHOULD AGAIN REQUEST CCD TO GIVE MATTER 
PRIORITY. NORWAY FAVORED DISCUSSION IN INTERNATIONAL CON- 
FERENCE AND SUGGESTED THAT IF CONTROL PROBLEMS TOO 
DIFFICULT, BAN ON THEIR USE SHOULD BE STRENGTHENED. 

JAMAICA CONDEMNED USE OF NAPALM AND OTHER INCENDIARY 
WEAPONS. IRELAND THOUGHT TIME HAD COME FOR PROHIBITING OR 
RESTRICTING SUCH WEAPONS, AND POLAND SAID MATTER SHOULD BE 
DEALT WITH BY CCD. PHILIPPINES WELCOMED SOVIET ROB PROPOSAL, 

INDIA THOUGHT IT DESERVED CAREFUL CONSIDERATION, AND ALBANIA 
CALLED IT MERE PROPAGANDA. 

ON CTB, IRELAND SAID EFFECTIVE CONTRIBUTION TO STRENGTHENING 
NPT WOULD BE CONCLUSION OF CTB BEFORE 1975 REVIEW CONFERENCE. 
POLAND DECLARED ATTAINMENT WOULD BE FACILITATED IF ALL NUCLEAR- 
WEAPON POWERS JOINED IN EFFORT. INDONESIA STATED REQUIREMENTS 
UNCLASSIFIED 
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FOR CTB WERE: ALL NUCLEAR WEAPON TESTS IN ALL ENVIRONMENTS 
PROHIBITED; ALL NUCLEAR- WEAPON STATES SHOULD BE PARTIES TO 
IT; NUCLEAR FISSIONABLE MATERIALS SHOULD BE MADE AVAILABLE 
FOR PEACEFUL PURPOSES TO NON-NUCLEAR STATES THROUGH INTER 
NATIONAL AGREEMENT. INDIA CALLED FOR SEPARATE TREATY PROHIBITING 
UNDERGROUND TESTS, WITH ATTENTION SIMULTANEOUSLY FOCUSED ON 
UNDERGROUND NUCLEAR EXPLOSIONS FOR PEACEFUL PURPOSES. 

ETHIOPIA THOUGHT COMBINATION OF NATIONAL AND INTERNATIONAL 
SYSTEM OF VERIFICATION COULD BE DESIGNED TO ENSURE WORKABLE 
TB AGREEMENT. SIERRA LEONE, SRI LANKA AND PHILIPPINES 
ALL URGED CTB, AND NORWAY SAID QUESTION WAS ONE OF POLITICAL 
WILL. 

VIEWS ON CCD INCLUDED: SHOULD BE REVITALIZED (POLAND); 
DISAPPOINTING (IRELAND); WAS INSTRUMENT TO SERVE GOALS OF 
US AND USSR (ALBANIA); NOT MUCH SHOULD BE EXPECTED FROM IT 
(SYRIA); DIFFICULT TO UNDERSTAND HOW ITS USEFULNESS COULD 
BE QUESTIONED (INDIA); ALL NUCLEAR POWERS SHOULD 
ACTIVELY PARTICIPATE (SIERRA LEONE); PROBLEM WAS LACK OF 
WILL (ETHIOPIA); HAD TWO CAPTAINS AND TOO MANY NON-PLAYING 
MEMBERS (SRI LANKA). JAMAICA ENDORSED ARGENTINE PROPOSAL 
FOR REORGANIZATION OF CCD. 
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JAROSZEK (POLAND) WELCOMED DETENTE AND TALKS ON EUROPE, AND 
SAID SOCIALIST STATES CONTINUED WISH TO EXPLORE IN CCD SUCH 
PROBLEMS AS FULL DEMILITARIZATION OF SEABED, ELIMINATION 
FOREIGN MILITARY BASES, ESTABLISHMENT OF NUCLEAR-FREE 
ZONES, AND REDUCTION OF MILITARY BUDGETS. CREMIN (IRELAND) 
THOUGHT IT ESSENTIAL THAT MOMENTUM WHICH HAD BEEN 
GAINED NOT BE LOST. SOEGOMO (INDONESIA) SUPPORTED SUGGESTION 
COUNTRIES OF INDIAN OCEAN REGION COMMIT SELVES TO POLICY OF 
DENUCLEARIZATION. 

NACO (ALBANIA) STATED TRUE DISARMAMENT HAD TO BEGIN WITH 
SUPERPOWERS, BUT THAT WOULD NOT HAPPEN BECAUSE THEIR POLICY 
OF IMPERIALISM AND SOCIAL-IMPERIALISM DEPENDED ON FORCE OF 
ARMS; PARTIAL TEST BAN AND NPT WERE PART OF THEIR PLANS FOR 
HEGEMONY. FORCE REDUCTIONS IN EUROPE WOULD NOT REMOVE 
DANGERS BECAUSE TROOPS COULD BE SPEEDILY TRANSPORTED ANY- 
WHERE. AIM WAS TO CUT EXPENSES WHILE HAVING US-SOVIET TROOPS 
STATIONED IN EUROPEAN COUNTRIES TO PROTECT SPHERES OF 
UNCLASSIFIED 
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INFLUENCE. HE WELCOMED CHINA'S SUCCESS IN NUCLEAR WEAPONRY. 
UNCLASSIFIED

JOUEJATI (SYRIA) FELT SMALLER COUNTRIES WERE JUSTIFIED IN BEING 
UNCLASSIFIED 
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MYSTIFIED BY CONTRADICTIONS BETWEEN STATEMENTS IN COMITE AND 
DEEDS OF CERTAIN POWERS. AGGRESSORS IN ME AND PORTUGUESE 
OPPRESSORS WERE DRAWING SUPPORT FROM MOST POWERFUL NATION 
IN WORLD. HE SAW VITAL LINK BETWEEN DISARMAMENT AND INTER- 
NATIONAL JUSTICE. WHERE, HE ASKED. WOULD WORLD BE IF 
USSR HAD NOT BROKEN NUCLEAR WEAPONS MONOPOLY? AT END OF 
MEETING. PORTUGUESE REP, UNDER RIGHT OF REPLY, DENIED PORTUGAL 
USED NAPALM WEAPONS AS CHARGED BY SYRIAN REP, AND SAID 
PORTUGUESE FORCES DID NOT HAVE SUCH WEAPONS AND WOULD NOT 
USE THEM AS MATTER OF PRINCIPLE. 

GARCIA ROBLES (MEXICO) INTRODUCED 19-POWER LA DRAFT RES. DIAZ 
GONZALEZ (VENEZUELA) COMMENTED RECENT ARMED CONFLICT HAD 
CLEARLY SHOWN INCALCULABLE ARMAMENTS POSSESSED BY SUPER- 
POWERS, WHEN, WITHIN HOURS, WEAPONS OF UNACCOUNTABLE CONSEQUENCES 
HANDED OVER TO BELLIGERENTS. PRESENT ERA SEEMED TO HIM TO 
BE ONE OF "MANAGED WAR - MANAGED BY SUPERPOWERS" WHO 
ENDED WAR ON OWN INITIATIVE WITHOUT EVEN CONSULTING SC. 

BALANCE OF TERROR AND "MANAGEMENT OF WAR" HAD TO BE REPLACED 
BY INTERNATIONAL SOCIAL JUSTICE. HE FAVORED NFZ'S AND 
OPPOSED ATMOSPHERIC TESTING IN PACIFIC. 

DE SOUZA (JAMAICA) LOOKED FORWARD TO NPT REVIEW CONFERENCE, AND 
POINTED OUT GCD COULD BE TO LARGER BENEFIT FOR BOTH DEVELOPED 
AND DEVELOPING COUNTRIES. MISHRA (INDIA) STATED USSR AND US 
SHOULD SUBMIT REVISED VERSIONS OF THEIR RESPECTIVE DRAFT 
TREATIES ON GCD. HE FAVORED CONTINUATION OF IOPZ COMITE, 

BUT NOTED THAT WITHOUT ACTIVE COOPERATION AND PARTICIPATION 
OF GREAT POWERS AND MAJOR MARITIME USERS WORK WAS UNLIKELY 
TO GET OFF GROUND. KAMARAKE (SIERRA LEONE) SUGGESTED 
"MORAL DETENTE" SHOULD HAVE PRECEDED "POLITICAL DETENTE," 

SAID DEVELOPING COUNTRIES YET TO BE CONVINCED "BIG 

POWERS WILL PRACTICE WHAT THEY PREACH," AND THOUGHT ALL OCEANS 
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AND SEAS SHOULD BE DECLARED ZONES OF PEACE. 

REYES (PHILIPPINES) HOPED NFZ'S WOULD BE CREATED IN PACIFIC 
AND PERHAPS EVEN IN ALL ASIA. HE FEARED TESTING BY OTHER 
THAN SUPERPOWERS MIGHT BRING ABOUT CHAIN REACTION AMONG THOSE 
ON THRESHOLD OF BEING NUCLEAR POWERS. FURBERG (NORWAY) 

SAID EVEN IF ONLY RESULTS OF SALT SEEMED TO BE THAT PACE 
OF SO-CALLED ACTION-REACTION CYCLE IN STRATEGIC ARMS RACE 
UNCLASSIFIED 
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WOULD BECOME MORE MODERATE THAT WOULD IN ITSELF BE "NO 
SMALL GAIN." 

WODAIO (ETHIOPIA) THOUGHT UNLESS TWO FRONT RUNNERS IN NUCLEAR 
WEAPONS STOPPED FIRST, THEY COULD NOT REALISTICALLY HOPE 
TO PREVAIL ON THOSE WHO WERE IMMEDIATELY BEHIND THEM TO STOP. 

HE SAID INCREASING CAPACITY TO MINIATURIZE NUCLEAR WEAPONS 
POSED IMMEDIATE DANGER TO NPT AND NEED FOR MORATORIUM ON 
DEVELOPMENT OF TACTICAL NUCLEAR WEAPONS COULD NOT BE OVER- 
EMPHASIZED. HE SUGGESTED ENCOURAGING US AND USSR TO SUBMIT 
NEW GCD PROPOSALS, AND HE SUPPORTED CONCEPT OF IOPZ. 
AMERASINGHE (SRI LANKA) COMPLAINED THAT ONLY ARMS CONTROL 
AGREEMENT THAT HAD BEEN SUCCESSFULLY CONCLUDED WAS BANNING 
OF WEAPONS WHICH HAD ALREADY BECOME OBSOLETE. HE WAS 
CRITICAL OF LACK OF PROGRESS AND THOUGHT THERE SHOULD BE 
CONDEMNATION OF UNDERGROUND TESTING. 

SPECIAL POLITICAL COMITE - UNRWA 

COMITE NOV 8 RECEIVED 18-POWER DRAFT RES AND HEARD STATEMENTS 
BY REPS OF YEMEN, SWEDEN, LEBANON, AND FRANCE. DRAFT RES 
(L.273) WOULD HAVE GA ENDORSE UNRWA'S EFFORTS TO "CONTINUE 
TO PROVIDE HUMANITARIAN ASSISTANCE, AS FAR AS PRACTICABLE, 

ON EMERGENCY BASIS AND AS TEMPORARY MEASURE, TO OTHER PERSONS 
IN AREA WHO ARE AT PRESENT DISPLACED AND IN SERIOUS NEED 
OF CONTINUED ASSISTANCE AS RESULT OF JUNE 1967 HOSTILITIES." 

GA WOULD ALSO APPEAL FOR CONTRIBUTIONS TO CAUSE FROM 
GOVERNMENTS, ORGANIZATIONS, AND INDIVIDUALS. 

IN CONTINUED DEBATE ON UNRWA, YEMEN REP HOPED THAT UN RESES 
WOULD BE CARRIED OUT, THAT PALESTINIAN PEOPLE WOULD REGAIN 
RIGHTS AND BE SEATED IN UN, AND THAT "OUT REGION WILL RID 
ITSELF FOR ALL TIME OF ZIONIST CONCEPT, WITH ITS ARROGANCE, 

RACISM, AND EXPANSIONISM." SWEDEN, INTRODUCING 
DRAFT, NOTED SIMILARITIES TO LAST YEAR S REP, AND SAID 
"TRULY HUMANITARIAN ENDEAVOUR" OF UNRWA SHOULD CONTINUE 
WITHOUT REDUCTION. LEBANON SAID VOLUNTARY CONTRIBUTIONS 
WERE INSUFFICIENT AND ADMINISTRATIVE BUDGET OF UNRWA 
SHOULD BE INCORPORATED IN REGULAR UN BUDGET;STRESSED 
NECESSITY OF SELF-DETERMINATION OF PALESTINIAN PEOPLE 
AND SAID THIS WAS POLITICAL AND NATIONAL PROBLEM, NOT 
UNCLASSIFIED 
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JUST REFUGEE PROBLEM. FRANCE SAID, ALTHOUGH INTL COMMUNITY 
MUST SUPPORT UNRWA, IT WAS NO SUBSTITUTE FOR OVER-ALL 
POLITICAL SETTLEMENT OF PROBLEM; PEACEFUL SETTLEMENT 
MUST ACCOUNT FOR LEGITIMATE RIGHTS OF PALESTINIANS. 

COMITE 2 - UNU, UNIDO RESES 

COMITE NOV 7 ADOPTED 17-POWER DRAFT RES CALLING FOR LOCATION OF 
UNU IN TOKYO BY 98(US)-0-8(EE'S EXCEPT ROMANIA); GA WOULD 
REQUEST UNIVERSITY COUNCIL TO CONSIDER COMMENTS MADE DURING 
SESSION, SUBMIT REPORT TO 30TH GA, AND STUDY UNU-UNITAR 
RELATIONSHIP ON PRIORITY BASIS. IN STATEMENT, DEL OF 
CYPRUS SAID HIS COUNTRY, LOCATED AT GEOGRAPHICAL CROSSROADS, 
WOULD BE IDEAL SITE FOR UNU UNIT. SIERRA LEONE SUGGESTED 
LOCATING SOME AFFILIATED CENTERS IN "AREAS OF ACTUAL 
CULTURAL, SOCIAL, OR POLITICAL CONFLICT." LIBYA SAID UNU 
SHOULD HAVE ENDOWMENT FUND OF SIGNIFICANT SIZE, IN ADDITION 
TO ANNUAL COMMITTMENTS. GUYANA STRESSED UNU'S RESEARCH 
SHOULD BE ACTION-ORIENTED AND CONCERNED WITH PROBLEMS OF 
GLOBAL IMPORTANCE. COSTA RICA, SYRIA, AND AUSTRALIA 
SAID UNU SHOULD ACCORD PRIORITY TO INTERESTS OF LDCS AND 
SHOULD HELP BRIDGE SCIENTIFIC GAP BETWEEN DCS AND LDCS. 

UKRAINE SAID CHARTER SHOULD BE MORE EXPLICIT ABOUT RESEARCH 
AREAS, RECTOR SHOULD NOT BE SO POWERFUL, AND FACULTY SHOULD 
BE RECRUITED FROM DIFFERENT SOCIO-ECONOMIC SYSTEMS. BRAZIL 
URGED MEANS TO PREVENT FINANCING OF UNU FROM BECOMING WAY 
TO INFLUENCE ITS ACTIVITIES. NICOL (UNITAR) HOPED REPS OF 
YOUNGER GENERATION, FEMININE SEX, AND THIRD WORLD WOULD BE 
ASSOCIATED IN ALL PHASES OF UNU. JAPANESE DEL PROPOSED 
SEVERAL VERBAL CHANGES IN DRAFT ON BASIS OF DELS' 

SUGGESTIONS, INCLUDING PARA STATING UNU WOULD USE UN OFFICIAL 
LANGUAGES. NUMEROUS DELS, LEAD BY FRANCE, EXPRESSED INTEREST 
IN REVIEWING CHARTER AT 30TH GA, THUS INDICATING THAT THEIR 
APPROVAL WAS PROVISIONAL. 

COMITE NOV 8 ADOPTED WITHOUT VOTE THREE DRAFT RESES AND 
DEFERRED VOTE ON TWO OTHER DRAFT RESES. DRAFT RES (L.1295), 

WHICH RECOMMENDS EXTENSION OF WORKING GROUP MANDATE TO FRAME 
CHARTER ON ECONOMIC RIGHTS AND DUTIES OF STATES, WAS 
ADOPTED. RES (L.1293) CALLING FOR FORMULATION OF BASIC 
PRINCIPLES ON INDUSTRIAL DEVELOPMENT AND COOPERATION WAS 
UNCLASSIFIED 
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ALSO ADOPTED. THIRD DRAFT RES (L.1301) ADOPTED PROVIDES 
FOR INCLUSION OF BAHAMAS AND GRD IN UNIDO'S ELIGIBLE 
MEMBERSHIP LIST. COMITE POSTPONED ACTION ON DRAFT RES (L.1294) 

ON UNIDO ACTIVITIES AND ON RES CALLING FOR STUDY ON INDEXATION

BY FRANCE, SWEDEN, FRG, ITALY, AND IRELAND. JAMAICIAN 
REP ASKED WHY DCS HAD SUCH DIFFICULTY RECEIVING INSTRUCTIONS 
FROM THEIR GOVERNMENTS IN THIS TECHNOLOGICIAL AGE; 

HE COULD NOT AGREE WITH DC'S REQUEST TO POSTPONE VOTE SINCE

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COMITE NOV 8 BEGAN DEBATE ON "PRINCIPLE OF INTL COOPERATION 
IN DETECTION, ARREST, EXTRADICTION, AND PUNISHMENT OF PERSONS 
GUILTY OF WAR CRIMES AND CRIMES AGAINST HUMANITY" AND 
HEARD STATEMENTS BY REPS OF BYELORUSSIA, FRANCE, POLAND, 
CZECHOSLOVAKIA, BURUNDI, GDR, PHILIPPINES, MOROCCO, AND 
FRG. COMITE HAS NOTE BY SYG (A/9136) CONTAINING RES BY HR 
COMMISSION, RECOMMENDED BY ECOSOC, UNDER WHICH GA WOULD PROCLAIM 
EIGHT PRINCIPLES OF INTL COOPERATION CONCERNING CRIMES 
AGAINST HUMANITY. 

BYELORUSSIAN REP SAID ADOPTION OF DRAFT WOULD WARN ISRAEL, 
PORTUGAL AND OTHERS COMMITTING ACTS OF AGGRESSION AND CRIMES 
AGAINST HUMANITY. FRANCE COULD NOT ACCEPT 
CONVENTION FOR JURIDICAL REASONS BUT NEVER CONDONED CRIMES 
OF SUCH NATURE. POLAND SAID DRAFT SHOULD BE ADOPTED WITHOUT 
DELAY. BURUNDI SAID ACTS COMMITTED BY THOSE STRUGGLING 
FOR LIBERATION SHOULD NOT BE CONSIDERED AS CRIMES OF THIS 
NATURE. GDR URGED STATES TO BRING NATIONAL LEGISLATION 
IN LINE WITH PRINCIPLES OF DRAFT. PHILIPPINES EXPRESSED 
SOME RESERVATIONS ABOUT WORDING OF FOURTH PROPOSED 
PRINCIPLE. MOROCCO NOTED SOME REPETITION IN DRAFT PRINCIPLES 
AND PROPOSED AMENDMENT CONCERNING BILATERAL AND MULTILATERAL 
COOPERATION. FRG REFERRED TO NEED FOR GENERAL APPLICATION

ON STAFF PENSIONS. MCGOUGH STATED THAT DIFFERENCES BETWEEN 
SCHEME PUT FORWARD BY BOARD AND AC AMENDMENTS CONCERNED

FUND WERE MADE BY BARTUSEK (CZECHOSLOVAKIA) AND TARDOS 
(HUNGARY). HOSLE (DENMARK) SUPPORTED ACABQ RECOMMENDATIONS. 
CONSIDERATION OF PENSION ITEM WILL CONTINUE NOV. 9. 
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COMITE TOOK UP FINANCIAL IMPLICATIONS OF FRENCH DRAFT RES 
PROPOSED IN SPC - REPORT OF UN SCIENTIFIC COMITE ON 
EFFECTS OF ATOMIC RADIATION. US (SAULS) BRIEFLY EXPLAINED 
US ABSTENTION, POINTING OUT EXERCISE WAS WASTEFUL AND EMERGENCY 
CHARACTER OF SPECIAL MEETING UNJUSTIFIED. US ASKED IF 
SECRETARIAT HAD INDICATION FROM MEMBERS OF UNSCEAR WHETHER 
THEY WOULD BE ABLE TO ATTEND SPECIAL MEETING. COMITE THEN 
APPROVED FINANCIAL IMPLICATION REPORT (A/C.5/1542) WITHOUT 
OBJECTION. 

WITH MINOR CHANGE, COMITE APPROVED DRAFT REPORT ON SCALE OF 
ASSESSMENTS FOR APPORTIONMENT OF UN EXPENSES (WHICH PLACES 
US AT 25 PERCENT). CHANGE IN TEXT (L. 1 125) WAS IN THIRD 
LINE PAGE 3 SUBSTITUTING "SOME DELEGATIONS" INSTEAD OF "THEY." 
REPORT WILL BE TAKEN UP IN PLENARY NOV. 9. 

COMITE 6 - PROTECTION OF DIPLOMATS 

COMITE NOV 7 DISCUSSED DRAFT SET OF FINAL ARTICLES ON PROTECTION 
OF DIPLOMATS, WHICH COVERS SUCH MATTERS AS SIGNATURE, 
RATIFICATION, ACCESSION, AND ENTRY INTO FORCE; DOCUMENT 
(L.940) WAS PREPARED BY FIVE-MEMBER WORKING GROUP COMPOSED 
OF REPS OF AUSTRIA, GHANA, INDIA, POLAND, AND URUGUAY. 

CHAIRMAN OF WG VEROSTA (AUSTRIA) INTRODUCED ARTICLES TO 
COMITE AND CONSIDEREABLE DISCUSSION FOLLOWED CONCERNING 
NUMBER OF RATIFICATIONS REQUIRED TO PUT TREATY IN EFFECT. 

VEROSTA SAID WG'S SUGGESTION OF 10 RATIFICATIONS INDICATED 
IMPORTANCE WG ATTACHED TO IMPLEMENTATION OF CONVENTION; 

DELS' SUGGESTIONS RANGED FROM 10 TO 35. MOST DELS ACCEPTED 
PRINCIPLE OF UNIVERSALITY. FUNCTION AND NUMBER OF DEPOSITARIES 
WAS DISCUSSED AT LENGTH. WHEN USYG WAS ASKED HOW CLAIMANT'S 
STATEHOOD WOULD BE DETERMINED, HE SAID NO PRECEDENTS 
EXISTED AND SYG WOULD BE GUIDED BY PRACTICE OF GA. FRANCE, 
SUPPORTED BY SEVERAL DELS, SAID DRAFT WOULD BE STRENGTHENED 
BY ADDITION OF DENUNCIATION CLAUSE. ARGENTINA SAID DRAFT 
SHOULD CONTAIN PROVISION FOR PERIODIC REVISION. 

COMITE NOV 8 DISCUSSED COMPROMISE PROPOSAL FOR INCLUSION 
OF ARTICLE ON RIGHT OF ASYLUM. COMITE HAD RECEIVED 11-POWER 
LA RES (L.928) AND BOLIVAN RES (L. 943) ON SUBJECT. SPAIN, 

COLOMBIA, ITALY, AND UK EXPRESSED SUPPORT FOR BOLIVIAN 
UNCLASSIFIED 
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VERSION. CANADA, IVORY COAST, AND KENYA COULD NOT SUPPORT 
ANY ASYLUM PROVISION. WHEN MEXICAN REP SPEAKING FOR SPONSORS 
OF RES L.928, NOTED IMPROVEMENTS IN BOLIVIAN DRAFT AND CALLED 
BOLIVIAN VERSION SUCCESSFUL AND CONCILATORY SUBSTITUTE, 

ACTING CHAIRMAN REFERRED BOLIVIAN AMENDMENT AND COMMENTS 
TO DRAFTING GROUP FOR FINAL RESOLUTION. 

CHAIRMAN OF WORKING GROUP SAHOVIC (YUGOSLAVIA) INTRODUCED 
TEXT OF PREAMBLE OF CONVENTION FOR DISCUSSION. IRELAND SAID 
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PREAMBLE WOULD BE STRENGTHENED IF CUSTOMARY RULES OF LAW 
REMAINED IN EFFECT AND WERE NOT SUPERSEDED BY PROPOSED 
CONVENTION; GREECE, SOVIET UNION, GUATEMALA, AND SPAIN 
EXPRESSED SUPPORT FOR IRELAND'S SUGGESTON. WORDING CHANGES 
WERE PROPOSED BY SEVERAL DELS, ESPECIALLY CONCERNING 
LANGUAGE OF PREAMBULAR PARA TWO. SAHOVIC FAVORED NOT TAMPERING 
WITH PREAMBULAR PARA 2 SINCE WORKING GROUP PAID SPECIAL 
ATTENTION TO ITS LANGUAGE; HE AGREED WITH IRELAND S 
SUGGESTION AND REQUESTED THAT WRITTEN DRAFTING SUGGESTIONS 
BE SUBMITTED TO WORKING GROUP. ACTING CHAIRMAN FORMALLY 
REQUESTED THAT IRISH DEL SUBMIT PROPOSAL TO WORKING GROUP.
